WORLD COURT DECISION ANALYZED 


It is expected that the question o f A m erica’s 
1 approval o f the W orld C ourt w ill come before 
the Sen ate shortly after the convening of con- 
I gress. 
It has been generally believed that the vote 
I would be favorable, up until a short time ago. 
I A great deal of doubt now exists, and the pre - 
I dictions are freely made by the enemies of the 
W orld C ourt that there w ill be sufficient votes 
a g a in st it to defeat the president in his aim , 
: and the friends of the court in their desires. 
Th e reason for this change in sentiment is I 
1 due to one decision o f the W orld Court, which 
. m ost people consider a political decision. 
This 
w as the one that rendered it im possible, in ac­ 
cordance w ith the rules o f the court, for A us- 
i tria and G erm any to enter into a custom s union. 
T h is proposed action by A u stria and Germ any 
w as desperately fought by F ran ce, w hile A us­ 
tria and G erm any, and p articu larly A ustria, felt 
that it w as the only hope o f her existence. 
The 
ju d g e s o f the W orld Court stood eight to seven 
again st the proposed union. 
I f this were a political opinion and adopted 
for political expediency, and with political p res­ 
sure, it o f course tends to underm ine the con­ 
fidence o f the world in the court. 
But on the 
other hand, it is rem arkable that this is the 
first opinion on which any question haR been 
raised 
concerning undue 
influence from 
any 
direction. 
W e can point out decisions o f our own U n it­ 
ed States Suprem e Court which were political 
opinions, according to the verdict of history. 
O n the other hand, it does not necessarily fol­ 
low that this opinion o f the court was not a ! 
purely legal and judicial opinion, arrived at by 
perfectly fa ir and natural m ethods. 
M anley O . H udson, P ro fesso r o f Interna­ 
tional L aw at the H arv ard L a w School, has 
m ade a particu lar study o f th is very matter. 
H e is an authority upon the question. 
F o r the 
p u r p o se o f clarity and inform ation, we quote 
at length from an article prepared by M r. H u d­ 
son on this decision.
